but remind the Nation of fome encouraging 
Circumftances, which feem to invite us to 
fucha Piece of Service—— For tho’ it is not 
without it: Difficulties, and the poor Sol- 
dier may fuffer very much, yet there are 
Circumftances which feem to fummon our 
Generals to the Work with Promifes of AF 
iftarice and Affurance of Succefs. 


And this Jeads) me back to examine, what 
Hand Providence has had in the whole Con~ 
du& of this Summers Campaigns and’ tho’ 
I knew, to fome this is counted an odd 
Canting and Bnthofiaftick Bofinef&, and 2 
expe& fuch wil ridicule and banter thi¢ 
Past of it—- ¥et whatever they may pleafe 
to determine in this Cafe, or to whofe Praife 
foever they may offer Sacrifize, I fhall not 
be afham’d to tell them, the vifible Provie- 
dence: of God has taken the whole Glory of 
this Aétion out of the Hand of Man, from 
the Beginning to the End cf the Siege—me 
And I fhall trace it but in tivo or three 
Steps...

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4a. Had not the French been in‘atuated at 
the firft of the Siege, had.they forefeen the 
Town capable of making any fuch Defence 
as it did, and had they pofted themfelves 
-on the Scbeld, as they did after their Shew 
of,relieving the Place; had they done this, 
the Confederates mutt have railed the Siege 
at the End of the firft fourteen Days, for 
ris evident; their firft Convoy of Ammu- 
nitiotj could ace fupply, them above that 
Time—But immediate Providence infatua- 
ting. the French, they run a Wild Goofe 
‘Chafe round to the Lower Dule, on Pretence 
of relieving the Town, and left the Coun- 
try open tu the Confederates to fetch new 
Supplies frem Brufels,- not once or twice, 
but four or five Times 3 this fo far finifhed 
the Ruig of the Out-works of the City of 
Lifle, that-all they did afterward, had not 
the Etfeét it might otherwife have had. 

2. From hence I come to the Landing of 
General Earle at Offend ; this was an Oc- 
currence big with Wonders of an imme- 
diate Providence, and pointed fotoa Jun- 

_ Q@are of concurring Circumftances, that 
were they confider’d, it would be fomething 
amazing. 1. The Count Dela Morte having 
drawn al his Forces out of Ghent and Bru- 

es, and being joyn’d with 12 Regiments 
romthe Army, and a Body cf Horfe fol- 
lowing, was march’d to the Gates ot Bruffels, 
‘the Preparations for the Attack of that City 
were all ready made at Moms, and the next 
Morning Brujfe/s had been invefted ; nay, fo 
pofitive were the French Orders in that 
Cafe, that che Paris News publifh’d, chat 
the Siege ef Brufels was form’d as that Day, 
La Motte had ruin’d the Sas or Sluice of the 
Town, and was proceeding with all Expe- 
dition. In this Junéture Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Earle linded at Ofterd, the Expreffes fly 
to. La Morte; he furpriz’d with the News, 
gives over his Enterpriz?y fends back the 
12 Regiments tothe Army, and pofts back 
to bis Charge upon the Canals of Ghent 
and Bruges——There is one Deliverance, for 
at that Time Brufels had but very little 
Garrifon in it, [ think, four Battalions was 
the moft, and the Difaffe@ion of the com- 
mon People was too great not to be known 
tethe Commanders in the Town. 


Let us look next to the Siege 3 the Ditie 
culties of the Work were fuch, and the Po- 
tore of the Enemy fuch, and {0 calculated 
for the cuttirg off the Convoys of Ammuni- 
tion, ce to the Camp, the Seafon was fo 
faradvanc’d, and the Hazirds were fogreat 
—thar, if I have not been wrong inform’d, 
even the great Prince Zurene gave his Opi- 
ion for raifing the Siege, and that the true 
State of Thicgs having been reprefented ta 
‘the States-General, they were aflembled, 
and had it under Debate, whether they 
fhould give Order to their Generals for 
the raiting the Siege or not, nor had it in 
the Judgment of wile Men been long, before 
they had given their.Vote for ic, 

In this very Junéture Licurenant General 
Earle arriv'd with the Enzlifh Troops at 
Oftend —- Which gave new Vigour to al 
the Council:, both of the Srates and of 
the Army, aod infpii’d them all with Refo- 
Jutions to Carry on the Siege with the ut- 
moft Vigour The Conv ys then found a 
new Paffoge, and fo many went that Wa 
that notwichitanding the terrible Fire they 
made, and confequently the great Expence 
of Powder, yet they got new Supplies here 
till they found means to reduce the Toen 
to Diftrefs, and: ¢ laft to a Surrender. 

It might not be amifs here to note, by 
how many Difappointments and crofs Pro= 
vidences this Fleet and Forces under Lieu- 
tenant General Earle were putin a Con- 
dition for, and guided to this Enterprizes 
how baulk’d at Bologne in their intended 
Defcent, afterwards kept off at Camaret,and 
in all their intended Defcents upon France 
they met with infuperable Difficulties; af. 
ter they had ranged the Coaft of Normandy 
and Bretaign, they are fent Home for Want 
of Provilions, and torelieve their fick Men 
refolving to viétual, and be gone again— 
Here again they are detain’d and order’d to 
prepare for Portugal, and Affurances given 
the Portuguefe Ambaflador at the preffin 
Inftances of his Mafter, that they fhoul 
be fentto him; while thisnew Defign ftay’d 
them in Harbour, thefe more preffing Oc- 
cafions call them away, and they are fent 
to Oftend at the very Moment of Extre- 
mitye

Church was fo much abus’d, that the 
Epifcopal Clergy make Complaints at Court, 
becaufe fome is of their Number bad for 
their Scandals, Negligence, Ignorance, Error, 
or declining and difowning the Government, 
been jufily depofed, and thereupon they pro- 
cure Friends amongft fome Righ-Flyers, and 
enter into a Concert to obtain a Formula from 
the King with a Letter to the General Affem- 
bly, 1692, ordaining all that foould fubjcribe 
that Formula to be allowed a Share of abe 
Government; and upon this a very great 
Number of the Epifcopal Clergy by themfelves 
and Proxies addre{s’dthe General Affembly,and 
that in a dominecring Manner, not as ob 
cants but the Affembly knowing moft of sheje 
Mento he their open Enemies, and that they 
were dijaffeded to the Civil Government, 4s 
well as Ev lefiaftick : And the Addreffers having 
jrefufed to own theConfeffion of Faith, or to 
maintain the Government, and do nothing to 


the Prejudice tkereof ; and the Affemsly know- 
ing it to be contrary to Law, to receive 
them in the Manner and Terms they apply’d 
in, were not hajly in receiving fuch Men inte
